WITH  the  Loutet  bill  effectively  blocked  for  the  time  being, 
by  the  action  of  tin  legislature  on  Tuesday  night,  events1 
moved  swiftly  and  dramatically  behind  the  scenes  in  con- 
nection with  milk  control  legislation. 

The  public  action  was  represented 
in  the  presentation  of  a  report 
from  the  committee  on  agriculture 
advising  that  the  repeal  bUl  moved 
by  Jack  Loutet.  to  end  the  rule  of 
the  Dairy  Bale*  Adjustment  Act. 
which  was  regularly  before  the 
committee  should  not  be  considered 
by  the  House.  At  the  same  time  lt 
was  urged  by  the  committee  that

the  amendments  to  the  act  which 
entered  the  committee  stage  through 
irregular  process  be  given  right-of- 
way  on  the  floor  of  the  Parliament. 

Apart  from  this,  somewhat  ex- 
pected move  when  lt  became  known 
that  the  regularly  introduced  bill 
would  be  side-tracked,  there  were 
reports  of  all  sorts  of  happenings 
behind  the  scenes. 

REFUSED  TO  STAY 

The  committee  of  agriculture  de- 
cided to  consider  the  whole  subject 
in  camera;  with  several  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Frassr  Valley  in- 
terests and  members  of  the  adjust- 
ment committee  present.  A  repre- 
sentative of  the  independent  dairy 
interests  was  there  at  the  outset 
by  invitation,  but  he  refused  to  stay 
in  the  committee  room  to  consider  j 
amendments  to  an  act  which  he 
opposed  on  principle. 

No  invitation  was  extended  to  the 
representaUves  of  the  city  of  Van- 
couver, who  are  here  on  behalf  of 
the  quarter  of  a  million  Inhabitants 
of  that  city  who  form  the  market  for 
the  products  of  the  Fraser  Valley. 

"The  failure  to  recognize  the  city 
of  Vancouver,"  declared  Mayor  L.  D. 
Taylor  last  night,"  is  in  keeping  with 
the  attitude  of  this  Legislature  gen- 
erally, which  seems  to  be  one  of  'to 
blazes  with  Vancouver '

Ontario  Appellate  Court  Re- 
fuses to  Alter  Robert 
Kitowski's  Sentence 


TORONTO.  March  23  (CP).— 
Korwrt  Kltowftki,  sixteen -vrnr-old 
farm  boy,  must  serve  hi.s  sen. r nee 
of  five  years  at  the  Monn  'foun- 
tain rvnltentiary  «n«>  r-ceive 
l«entv  lavhes,  as  ini|xr>eil  by 
Magistrate  Crase  for  the  holding 
up  an.1  robbing  of  the 
Rank  at  Fort  Frances  oi 
11  last. 

This  was  the  decision  of  the  First 
Appellate  Court  of  Ontario  at  Os- 
goode  Hall,  Toronto,  today,  following 
an  earnest  plea  for  "a  more  humane 
punishment."  from  A.  A.  Macdonald. 
counsel  for  the  young  prisoner. 

Youthfulness  of  the  prisoner, 
which  brought  forth  a  "popular 
clamor"  following  the  sentence,  did 
not  appeal  to  the  First  Divisional 
Court,  the  Chief  Justice,  81r  William 
Mulock  declared,  in  announcing 
their  Judgment 

SUMS  UNC  ASE 
"This  boy  was  youthful  in  years, 
but  not  in  his  view  of  life."  the 
Chler  Justice  declared.  "He  went 
into  this  bank  and  used  the  vilest 
language.  Was  it  an  Idle  threat  that 
he  threw  out.  that  he  might  use  the 
loaded  revolver  that  ht  had  in  his 
hand?  Who  knows  what  was  pass- 
ing in  his  mind?  The  commission  of 
the  crime  showed  deep  premedita- 
tion. The  boy  had  procured  overalls 
and  a  mask  Although  the  boy  had 
been  to  public  and  high  schools,  he 
had  not  taken  advantage  of  his  op- 
portunities, or  at  least  in  our  schools 
he  had  not  learned  what  was  right 
what  was  wrong."

CANBERRA.  March  25  (Canadian 
Press  Cable  via  Reuter  s  >  —  For  the 
third  time  in  recent  weeks,  extrem- 
ists within  the  Labor  party  tonight 
saved  the  Oovernment  of  Prime 
Minister  Scullin  from  defeat.  The 
vote  on  second  reading  of  the 
fiduciary  notes  bill,  which  provides 
for  inflation  to  the  extent  of 
$90,000,000,  was  thirty -four  to 
twenty-nine. 

The  notes  thus  Issued  will  be  used 
for  works  to  relieve  unemployment, 
and  for  bonuses  and  relief  to 
farmers. 

Hon.  J.  E.  Fenton,  former  mem- 
ber of  Premier  Scullln's  Cabinet, 
and  two  of  the  right  wing  of  the 
Labor  party  voted  against  the  Oov- 
ernment.

■V^  again  in  India  today  as  Mahatma  Gandhi,  here  for 
*  ^  the  Nationalist  Congress  meeting,  was  jeered  by  Com- 
munists, and  troops  at  Cawnpore  were  forced  to  shoot  and  kill 
at  least  thirty  rioting  Nationalists.  These  disorders  grew  out 
of  the  execution  of  three  Indians  convicted  of  the  murder  of  a 
twenty-one-year-old  police  official  in  1928. 

Oandhi  was  taken  off  a  train 
twelve  miles  outside  of  town,  but 
the  thousands  gathered  here  for  the 
Congress  meeting  spotted  him  as  he 
rode  into  town  In  an  automobile. 
A  group  of  thirty  or  more  known  to 
be  of  Communist  leaning,  made  for 
him  with  Jeers,  and  one  even  at- 
tempted to  attack  the  frail  little 
man  with  a  flagstaff.  Some  carried 
a  tray  with  a  gruesome  mess  of  mud 
and  blood. 

•BLOOD  OF  OUR  BROTHERS" 

"Here  is  the  blood  of  our  brothers 
who  were  murdered,"  they  cried,  re- 
ferring to  the  three  executed  In- 
dlaas,  "take  It  back  with  your  truce 
to  Delhi  ' 

Gandhis  men  drove  off  the  assail- 
ants, and  there  were  cheers  from 
the  Mahatma.  Many  thought  to- 
night the  outbreak  might  rally  new 
supporters  to  Gandhi's  nonviolence 
campaign  and  the  Congress  would 
line  up  even  more  strongly  behind 
him. 

The  day  at  Cawnpore  was  even 
more  serious.  Rioting  began  las 
night  when  Moslem  shopkeepers  re 
fused  to  close  their  stores  under  a 
general  strike  ordered  by  the  Con- 
gressmen. Troops  came  out  when 
the  fighting  got  serious  and  before 
the  worst  was  over  thirty  had  been 
killed  and  at  least  100  injured.

Heated  arguments  developed  at 
today's  preliminary  meeting  among 
Argentina.  Canada.  Australia  and, 
the  United  States,  on  the  one  hand.  \ 
and  the  European  nations  on  the 
qther,  over  the  question  on  a  prefer- 
ential tariff.  The  Europeans  made 
a  move  for  a  tarlf  favoring  Euro- 
pean exporters  which  would  virtual- 
ly exclude  North  American,  South 
American  and  Australian  wheat 
from  Europe's  markets. 

COMPLICATED  PROBLEM 

The  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture  is  urging  restriction  of 
planting  during  the  present  year, 
and  emphasizes  that  Russian  ex- 
ports constitute  a  new  and  compli- 
cated problem. 


Would  Decide  if  Pact  Vio- 
lates Geneva  Protocol  and 
St.  Germain  Treaty 

PARIS,  March  25  (AP>.  -  The 
entire  question  of  whrtiher  the 
Austro  German  custom*  treaty 
violates  the  Geneva  protocol  and 
the  St.  Germain  treaty  would  be 
put  up  to  the  Council  of  the 
league  of  Nations,  in  a  suggestion 
made  today  by  Great  Britain. 

After  a  luncheon  at  thg  British 
Embassy  with  Aristlde  B  r  1  a  n  d. 
French  Foreign  Minister,.  Arthur 
Henderson,  the  British  Foreign 
Minister,  issued  a  communique  cor- 
recting the  Impression  his  Govern- 
ment had  made  no  representation 
to  Vienna  on  the  subject  of  the 
economic  agreement  with  Germany. 
He  announced  Downing  Street  had 
suggested  the  matter  be  rellerred  to 
the  league  council. 

DOMINATES  MEETING 

The  customs  accord  is  understood 
to  have  dominated,  though  un- 
officially, the  meeting  here  of  the 
committee  for  organizing  Brlands 
proposal  for  a  European  untion.  Al- 
though the  conference  adjourned 
today  until  May  15.  the  rtiembers 
of  the  committee  for  a  daj/  or  so 
will  continue  unofficial  discussions 
of  the  surprise  trade  treaty  between 
Germany  and  Austria. 

The  British  suggestion  that  the 
Council  of  the  League  of  ^Nations 
attend  to  the  matter  of  the  agree- 
ment appears  to  find  favor  with 
Pierre  Laval,  French  Premier; 
Brland,  and  other  officials,  but 
strong  opposition  Is  reported  to  be 
developing  to  it  among  Conservative 
groups  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies. 
GERMAN  CHANCELLOR 

BERLIN,  March  $5  tAP). -^Chan- 
cellor Bruenlng  today  tofld  Sir 
Horace  Rumbold.  British  ambas- 
sador, that  the  projected  customs 
union  between  Germany  and  Aus- 
tria Is  entirely  within  the  boands  of 
the  Oeneva  protocol  of  Aprj.  1922, 
and  that  in  his  opinion  tftere  Is 
no  reason  for  taking  the  agreement 
before  the  League  of  Nations* Coun- 
cil. 

If  other  governments  want  to 
examine  its  legal  aspects,  he  said. 
Oermany  and  Austria  will  not  ob- 
ject. But  the  proposed  accjord  is 
purely  an  economic  matter,  said 
Bruenlng,  and  the  Oerman  Govern- 
ment considers  it  inadmlasafele  to 
submit  the  agreement  to  examina- 
tion from  a  political  viewpoint.

WINNIPEG,  March  25  (CP).— 
Wheat  pool  legislation  of  the  Man- 
itoba provincial  government  re- 
ceived severe  criticism  in  the  Legis- 
lature this  afternoon  by  Col  F.  O. 
Taylor,  leader  of  the  province's 
Conservative  forces.  He  censured 
the  Government  for  extending 
guarantees  to  the  pool  and  stood 
firmly  against  any  further  guar- 
antees being  made. 

Col.  Taylor  declared  that  the 
guarantees  given  the  wheat  pool 
had  not  been  authorized  by  gov- 
ernment legislation. 

"If  the  pool  can  continue  and  pay 
back  the  money,  well  and  good. 
The  individual  farmer  cannot  pay 
it  back.  The  province  might  bet- 
ter afford  to  write  off  the  loss  over 
and  above  any  security  from  the 
pool  and  not  further  harass  already 
overburdened  farmer  members  with 
possibilities  of  Individual  actions, 
the  Conservative  chieftain  told  the 
Legislature.

wages,  taxes  on  incomes,  taxes  on 
certain  corporations  and  supple- 
mentary provisions.

In  the  case  of  single  per- 
sons and  others  not  Included  above, 
wages  of  $15  a  week  and  under  are 
exempted. 

EMPLOYERS  TO  COLLECT 
It  is  expressly  provided  that  ever', 
employer  shall  collect  the  tax  by 
deduction  from  wages.  "Week"  U 
defined  as  a  calendar  week,  or  any 
period  of  six  consecutive  working 
days.  The  amounts  collected  by  the 
employers  are  to  form  a  trust  for 
the  Province,  to  be  paid  Over  month- 
ly to  the  Provincial  Treasury,  wit  I 
penalties  for  default.  With  the  pay- 
ment will  go  a  simple  statement  it 
duplicate  showing  the  number  em- 
ployed,  the  total  wages  paid,  and 
the  amount  of  the  tax.  The  duplicate 
will  be  used  as  a  receipt.  There  are 
penalties  for  failure  to  deduct  tlM

Gabriola  Ferry 
Contract  Awarded 
By  Government 

C CONTRACT  for  the  opera - 
*  tlon  on  charter  of  a  pas- 
senger, freight  and  automo- 
bile ferry  between  Nanalmo 
and  Gabriola  Island  was 
awarded  yesterday  to  T.  L. 
Hlggs  and  W.  Y.  Higgs.  of 
Sidney,  by  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment. An  annual  subsidy 
of  $6,000  will  go  with  the  serv- 
ice. The  ferry  service  will 
start  about  June  1,  and  will 
operate  between  Nanalmo  and 
North  Oabriola  Island  daily, 
with  trips  twice  a  week  be- 
tween Nanalmo  and  South 
Oabriola  Island.

Under  the  taxation  of  Incomes  the 
new  provisions  include  a  tax  of  1 
per  cent  on  the  annual  income  In 
the  last  preceding  year,  which  is  the 
calendar  year  ending  December  31, 
1930,  or  the  fiscal  year  of  businesses. 
This  tax  will  be  applicable  on  all 
persons,  made  or  female,  all  part- 
nerships, syndicates,  associations, 
corporations,  agents  and  trustees.  It 
will  apply  also  on  any  income  de- 
rived from  British  Columbia  rents 
mortgages,  and  industrial  securities, 
as  at  present.  Single  persons  earn- 
ing $780  and  under,  and  married 
persons  or  those  with  genuine  de- 
pendents, will  be  exempt  from  the 
new  tax,  if  earning  $1,300  or  leas.  I 


Provision  Is  made,  however,  both 
under  wages  and  •  income,  where 
married  persons  in  receipt  of  a  Joint 
Income  over  the  exemption  level, 
will  be  taxed.  Exemption  under  In- 
come is  listed  for  old  age  pensions, 
mothers"  pensions,  war  pensions,  and 
in  certain  cases  for  shareholders  In 
companies  otherwise  paying  tribute 
under  the  plan.

On  every  hand  there  had  been 
calls  for  increased  aid  from  govern- 
ment bodies,  and  i»rticularly  was 
this  true  of  municipalities,  praying 
to  have  land  relieved  of  some  of 
the  burden  it  was  bearing.  The 
cost  of  education,  for  instance,  he 
cited,  had  grown,  and  the  bill  was 
now  $10,000,000  a  year  in  British

"These  problems  are  serious  and 
must  be  dealt  with  effectively  at 
once,"  Mr.  Jones  continued.  "I  am 
sure  that  the  people  of  British  Co- 
lumbia are  reasonable  enough  to 
admit  that  IT  more  services  and 
financial  assistance  are  being  con- 
stantly demanded  and  granted.

Calgary  Jury  Finds  Accused 
Guilty  of  Murder— To

CALGARY.  March  25.— Rejecting 
an  insanity  plea,  a  Jury  In  criminal 
assize  court  late  today  convicted 
Fred  Baldwin  of  the  murder  of 
Miss  Maud  Law  last  Christmas  Day. 
The  Jury  was  out  leas  than  an  hour. 

Baldwin,  the  third  to  be  con- 
victed of  murder  at  the  present  as- 
sizes, will  be  hanged  at  Lethbrldge 
Jail  on  June  10.  along  with  Mike 
Radko  and  BerUam  Jones,  who 
were  convicted  of  the  murder  of' 
Ernest  Midwinter,  Calgary  taxi 
driver,  last  August.  Alberta  Allen, 
convicted  on  an  accessory  charge  in 
the  Midwinter  case,  was  sentenced 
to  life  imprisonment. 

Baldwin,  invited  to  attend  a 
Christmas  Day  party  at  the  suite 
of  Miss  Law  and  her  half-sister. 
Miss  violet  Mc  Williams,  called 
early  in  the  afternoon  and  after  a 
few  angry  words  with  Miss  Law  de- 
parted. He  returned  an  hour  later 
with  an  automatic  pistol,  shot  Miss 
Law  three  times  and  then  turned 
the  gun  on  himself.  He  recovered 
and  has  been  detained  In  Calgary 
Jail  since.

There  Is  no  type  of  legislation  more  subject 
to  the  criticism  made  by  Lord  Hewart,  in  his 
book  "The  New  Despotism,"  than  that  exempli- 
fied by  the  Orowers  Sales  Act  and  the  amend- 
ment to  the  Dairy  Products  Sales  Act,  which  are 
now  being  considered  in  this  province.  Lord 
Hewart  says  that  this  type  of  legislation  origi- 
nates with  the  new  bureaucracy,  and  that  many 
such  Acts  have  no  other  excuse  for  existence  than 
the  natural  desire  of  bureaucrats  for  power  and 
aggrandizement.  Sir  Ernest  J.  P.  Benn,  In  ampli- 
fying this  argument,  says  that  the  result  of  bu- 
reaucratic legislation  is  that  the  bureaucrat  gets 
the  salary  and  the  legislation  produces  results  of 
an  opposite  character  to  that  suggested  by  its 
proponents.  He  goes  on  to  say:  "The  ordinary 
self-governing  citizen  taken  no  interest  in  hl> 
laws  until  a  policeman  or  a  solicitor  informs  him 
that  he  shall  not  do  something  he  badly  wants  to 
do.  and  then  he  writes  to  the  newspapers  to  sug- 
gest further  laws  which,  when  enacted,  generally 
make  his  position  still  more  impossible." 

It  is  Bills  such  as  the  Growers  Sales  Act  and 
the  amendment  to  the  Dairy  Products  Sales  Act 
which  result  in  trade  and  Industry  falling  to 
function  smoothly.    Under  these  measures  it  is 
axiomatic,  according  to  business  experience,  that 
agriculture  will  go  steadily  from  bad  to  worse. 
There  is  a  parallel  to  be  found  In  Great  Britain 
where,  under  the  Labor  Government,  a  market- 
killing  instrument  has  been  devised  in  the  Agri- 
cultural Marketing  Bill.   It  ham  incorporated  the 
same  stupidities  imposed  on  the  coal  mines.  In 
other  words,  In  Great  Britain  the  bureaucrats  are 
endeavoring  to  get  the  same  grip  on  the  agri- 
cultural as  they  have  now  on  the  mining  indus- 
try. The  result.  Sir  Ernest  Benn  says,  will  be  that, 
"we  shall  speedily  experience  as  much  trouble 
and  expense  in  securing  an  egg  or  a  potato  as  we 
now  do  with  our  necessary  coals."    The  Bill  in 
Great  Britain,  just  like  the  measures  here,  is 
played  into  the  legislative  court  with  the  full 
orchestral  accompaniment  of  that  blessed  word 
"co-operation."   The  plan,  there  as  here,  is  that 
when  once  "co-operation"  becomes  "compulsory," 
a  horde  of  officials  will  swoop  down  on  the  dis- 
tricts affected  and  become  masters  of  the  situa- 
tion. "Freedom,"  says  8ir  Ernest  Benn.  "no  doubt, 
has  its  disadvantages,  but  regulation  in  the  mod- 
ern manner  makes  any  form  of  activity  welJ- 
nlgh  impossible  and  forces  unemployment  upon 
us." 

Whatever  evils  the  agricultural  industry  may 
suffer  from  there  is  no  shadow  of  doubt  that 
they  are  being  aggravated  by  such  remedies  as 
are  being  effected  In  this  province.    A  govern- 
ment can  never  delegate  a  power  which  is  in 
herent  in  the  constitution  without  evil  results 
ensuing.   Any  government  which  encourages  the 
setting  up  of  bureaucratic  control  in  any  industry 
is  digging  its  own  grave;  it  is  sowing  in  lavish 
handfuls  the  seeds  of  unpopularity.    That  in- 
evitable result  is  the  lesson  of  history.    It  is 
illustrated  by  a  quotation  from  8amuel  Dill's 
"Roman  Society  in  the  Last  Century  of  the  West- 
ern Empire."  when  he  says:  "The  system  of  bu- 
reaucratic despotism  elaborated  finally  by  Dioc- 
letian and  Constantine.  produced  a  tragedy  in 
the  truest  sense,  such  as  history  has  seldom  ex- 
hibited; In  which  by   an   Inexorable   fate,  the 
claims  of  fancied  omnipotence  ended  In  a  humil- 
iating paralysis  of  administration;  in  which  de- 
termined effort  to  remedy  social  evils  only  aggra- 
vated them  till  they  became  unendurable;  in 
which  the  best  intentions  of  the  central  power 
were,  generation  after  generation,  mocked  and 
defeated  alike  by  Irresistible  laws  of  human  na- 
ture, and  by  hopeless  perfidy  and  corruption  In 
the  servants  of  government."  The  modern  tend- 
ency to  arrive  at  a  similar  condition  is  para- 
phrased by  A.  P.  Herbert  in  the  following  verse: 
"Lets  stop  somebody  from  doing  something, 
Everybody  docs  too  much. 
People  seem  to  think  they've  a  right  to  eat 

and  drink, 
Talk  and  walk  and  respirate  and  rink, 
Bicycle  and  bathe  and  such. 
So  let's  have  lots  of  little  regulations, 
Let's  make  laws  and  Jobs  for  our  relations 
There's  too  much   kissing   at  the  railway 

stations- 
Let's  find  out  what  everyone  is  doing. 
And  then  stop  everyone  from  doing  it."

With  the  coming  of  8pring  there  are  many 
tasks  which  our  citizens  can  provide,  tasks  that 
In  the  aggregate  will  mean  the  very  best  kind  of 
unemployment  relief,  and  will  bridge  over  the 
gulf  between  the  present  and  the  future  when 
economic  conditions  generally  will  become  nor- 
mal. The  appeal  is  to  the  citizens  to  set  in  mo- 
tion more  wheels  of  industry.  They  are  also 
asked  to  aid  the  activities  of  the  Friendly  Help. 
At  the  same  time  both  provincial  and  municipal 
authorities  should  devise  constructive  measures 
sucli  as  will  pave  the  way  to  a  return  to  pros- 
perity.

Almost  unheralded,  the  first  regular  meeting 
of  the  Bank  of  International  Settlements  will 
shortly  be  held  in  Switzerland.  Twenty  gover 
nors  of  banks,  each  holding  in  its  own  country  a 
position  similar  to  the  Bank  of  England,  which 
is  one  of  them,  will  meet  to  confer  on  the  exten- 
sion of  the  functions  of  the  international  insti 
tution. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  bank  shall  not  confine 
itself  to  the  stabilization  of  international  ex- 
change and  war  reparation  payments,  but  shall 
deal  with  the  distribution  of  long-term  credits 
throughout  the  world,  and  the  facilities  to  be 
offered  to  countries  which  are  in  need  of  capital 
and  which  can  make  profitable  use  of  it.  The 
present  world-wide  commercial  depression  will  be 
discussed  and  plans  decided  upon  to  contribute 
to  the  revival  of  business  so  far  as  this  can  be 
done  by  concerted  financial  action  on  a  large 
scale. 

This  is,  as  it  were,  a  world  conference  of 
finance  similar  to  our  British  Imperial  confer- 
ences'. The  gathering  is  not  vested  with  authority 
like  that  of  a  parliament,  but  it  is  composed  of 
the  representatives  of  institutions  In  which  are 
vested  very  great  powers.  Its  decisions  in  favor 
of  this  or  that  action  are  not  legally  or  constitu- 
tionally binding  on  those  whom  its  members  rep- J  pain 
resent,  but  they  will  be  nevertheless  translated 
Into  far-reaching  action.  That  the  financial 
authorities  of  twenty  different  countries  should 
come  together  in  this  way  annually,  and  for  this 
purpose,  is  a  new  thing  In  the  world's  history. 

A  world  superstate,  to  whose  decrees  all  nations 
must  bow,  is  the  dream  of  some  theorists.  For- 
tunately, perhaps,  it  may  never  be  realized.  It 
might  easily  become  a  world  tyranny  crushing 
national  and  individual  initiative.  Let  us  hope 
that  It  will  always  be  possible  to  draw  a  free 
breath  somewhere  In  the  world.  Those  who 
advocate  an  international  superstate,  are,  for 
the  most  part,  advocates  also  of  Interference  with 
Individual  liberty  and  of  all  sorts  of  regulations, 
restraints,  and  "compulsory  co-operatlon." 

Even  as  an  ideal  a  world  in  which  everyone  13 
free,  but  can  be  trusted  to  make  good  use  of  his 
freedom,  is  better  than  a  world  in  which  every- 
one is  compelled  by  force  to  be  a  cog  in  a  gigantic 
machine.  World  conferences  for  voluntary  co- 
operation, in  which  no  member  Is  compelled  to 
take  part  against  his  will  and  judgment,  arc 
much  more  encouraging  phenomena  than  those 
presented  in

ioned in  their  views  and  more  in- 
clined to  respect,  if  not  actually  to 
reverence,  old  institutions.    We  are 
told  by  wise  and  experienced  public 
men  that  popular  government  would  I 
be  an  abject  failure  but  for  the  dis- 
position of  leaders  to  compromise 
on  certain  issues  which  are  not  re- 
garded  as  fundamental.     We  are

Despite  *>hc  relief  afforded  during  the  present 
economic  conditions,  which  have  created  so  great 
unemployment,  there  Is  still  much  that  could  be 
done.  The  rotes  of  money  and  the  work  pro- 
vided through  them  by  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment and  municipalities  have  helped  materially 
but  there  is  still  great  suffering;  there  are  those 
who  from  day  to  day  have  to  appeal  to  charit- 
able organizations  for  food  for  themselves  and 
their  families.  Victoria  suffers  less  than  most 
cities  from  unemployment,  yet  here  work  is  so 
scarce  that  there  are  many  on  the  verge  of 
starvation.

If  the  leaders  of  the  new -fash 
ioned  religious  movements  have 
eyes  to  see  and  Intelligence  to  un- 
derstand, they  will  have  observed 
that  the  church  which  refuses  (in 
principle  if  not  always  in  fact)  to 
make  any  compromises  upon  sub- 
jects which  it  declares  fundamental, 
the  church  which  is  very  old  and 
extremely  old-fashioned.

In  one 
of  his  books.  Mr.  O.  K.  Chesterton 
declares  that  the  salvation  of  the 
world  can  be  achieved  only  tl 
the  ministrations  of  the 
The  gifted  Journalist  not  only  boldlv 
makes  that  declaration  in  one  of 
his  books,  but  many  of  his  other 
books  contain  hints  to  the  same  ef- 
fect. And  he  undoubtedly  means 
that  not  only  the  spiritual  but  the 
material  salvation  of  the  world  de- 
pends upon  the  ministrations  of  the 
church— and  of  course  the  church  Is 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  for 
Mr.  Chesterton  is  a  devout  Catholic. 
We  are  not  so  old-fashioned  in  our 
views,  however,  that  the  charge 
which  we  heard  rather  maliciously 
made  against  Mr.  Chesterton,  that 
he  was  one  of  the  chief  publicity 
agents  for  the  church,  can  be  laid 
against  us.

While  we  are  still  old-fashioned 
in  most  of  our  views,  we  are  not 
intolerant  In  our  religious  views. 
We  read  the  late  encyclical  of  the 
Pope  with  a  great  and  deep  in- 
terest. We  thought  it  was  a 
thesis  which  should  have  wide 
and  beneficent  effect  in  the  world, 
whether  considered  from  a  spiritual 
or  material  point  of  view.  For  there 
are  certain  forres  becoming  mani- 
fest which  do  not  bode  good  for  the 
people  of  this  world,  and  which 
should  be  resisted  for  the  sake  of 
the  future  of  humanity.  The  divorce

N  opening  the  debate,  the  Attorney-General,  who  spoke 
with  considerable  force  and  argument,  traced  the  his 
tory  of  the  agitation,  and  contrasted  the  advantages  of  union 
with  the  disadvantages  of  isolation.  His  resolution  was  seconded 
by  the  Hon.  Joseph  Trutch.  who  defended  the  attitude  of  the 
Executive  Council  in  opposing  the  measure  up  to  that  time 
Events  had  shown,  he  said,  that  the  members  of  the  Government 
had  been  the  truest  friends  of  the  colony  in  advocating  delay. 
The  difficulties  they  had  foreseen  had  been  removed,  and  now 
the  scheme  deserved  the  support  of  every  British  heart  in  the 
country,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  because  it  was  a  refutation 
of  the  doctrine  of  Annexation.  While  the  Americans'  love  of 
country  might  well  be  adopted  in  British  Columbia,  he  said,  he 
contrasted  forcibly  the  advantages  of  union  with  Canada,  and 
the  disadvantages  of  union  with  the  United  Staus 

Dr.  J.  S.  Helmcken  was  the  first  to  speak  against  the  reso- 
lution, a  speech  described  by  The  Colonist  as  "The  last  great 
effort  of  the  last  great  Anti  Confederate."  By  accepting  a  seat 
in  the  Executive  Council,  he  claimed  he  had  not  renounced  his 
right  to  oppose  Confederation,  and  he  would  always  oppose  it 
until  terms  to  the  interest  of  the  colony  were  secured  from  Can- 
ada. More  startling  than  this  statement,  coming  from  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive,  was  his  allusion  to  Annexation.  He  in 
timated  that  the  people  would  demand  an  election  on  that 
question  also,  and  that  the  real  issue  was  between  union  with 
Canada  and  union  with  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Tyrwhitt  L>rake  followed,  speaking  against  the  resolu- 
tion, and  moving  an  amendment  that  the  question  be  postponed 
for  six  months.  He  was  supported  by  David  Ring,  of  Nanaimo. 
and  Thomas  Lett  Wood.  The  former  protested  that  the  scheme 
should  be  submitted  to  the  people  at  a  general  election.  The 
latter  said  that,  whereas  he  bad  always  understood  Confederation 
to  mean  a  union  of  states  enjoying  equal  rights,  he  feared  that 
the  Confederation  of  British  Columbia  meant  incorporation  and 
absorption  with  Canada.  He  feared  also  the  domination  of  the 
Canadians  in  the  Parliament  at  Ottawa  would  mean  the  political 
extinction  of  British  Columbia.  He  hinted  that  the  colony  was 
striking  a  bargain  in  which  "the  clink  of  the  dollar  was  heard 
above  the  clank  of  the  fetter  '* 

John  Robson  introduced  another  important  point.  While 
speaking  warmly  of  the  terms  as  a  whole,  he  insisted  that  the 
further  condition  of  self-government  should  be  added  to  the 
scheme.  Otherwise,  he  said,  an  element  of  discord  and  dis- 
content would  be  introduced  into  the  union.  Other  speakers 
voiced  the  MtBI  opinion,  among  them  Thomas  Humphreys,  of 
Lillooet,  who  attacked  the  Governor's  statements  on  this  subject. 

Every  elected  member  of  the  Council  spoke  during  the  three- 
day  debate.  Some,  like  Barnard  and  Dewdney,  spoke  on  behalf 
of  their  constituents  in  favor  of  Confederation.  Others  revived 
ancient  grudges  and  attacked  the  official  members.  Amor  De 
Cosmos  made  a  long,  somewhat  egotistical  speech,  in  which  he 
criticized  the  benign  attitude  of  the  official  element  in  conferring 
Confederation  on  the  people.  It  was  the  people,  he  said,  who 
had  raised  the  question,  not  the  officials.  Dr.  Carrall.  the  last 
to  spcajt  to  an  exhausted  House,  did  much  to  smooth  matters  by 
his  humorous  thrusts  at  the  anti  Confederates. 

It  was  conceded  by  all  that  they  would  not  commit  them 
selves  to  anything  by  discussing  tht  terms  in  detail  On  this 
condition,  even  pr.  Helmcken.  who  had  been  strongly  attacked 
for  his  attitude,  said  be  would  support  the  resolution,  but  would 
insist  on  additional  terms.  Drake  withdrew  hts  amendment  at 
the  last  moment,  and.  upon  the  resolution  being  put  to  the 
House,  it  was  passed  unanimously.

That  it  has  for 
its  motive  power  self  sacrifice  in 
the  cause  of  prosperity  for  the 
many,  that  It  will  be  made  Im- 
possible for  any  participator  in  that 
movement  to  expect  or  realize  any 
pecuniary  advantage  by  virtue  of 
membership,  stamps  it  Wftfe  the  seal 
of  honesty. 

After  earnest  perusal  of  your  very 
able  editorial,  I  am  tempted  to 
believe  that  your  powerful  aid  (the 
greatest  there  is  for  good  or  evil) 
may  be  enlisted  on  the  side  of  that 
movement.

C  A.  Wlckcns.  who  was  unable 
through  Illness  to  be  present,  "to 
develop  a  missionary  spirit  In  the 
women  and  children  of  the  church, 
and  to  secure  means  for  carrying 
on  the  work  of  the  society  at  home 
and  abroad.

Shabby  furniture  is  going  to  look 
even  worse  in  contsast  with  the 
perennial  freshness  of  out-of-doors. 
And  what  a  waste  of  good  ma- 
terials to  permit  these  exterior 
accessories  to  become  run-down  and 
undesirable.  For  whether  they  are 
made  of  Iron  or  wood,  they  need 
protection  from  the  Inevitable 
weathering  of  rain,  sun  and  wind. 
Why  not  get  all  outdoor  furniture 
painted  before  the  gardening  season 
is  here? 

To  form  a  waterproof,  wear-re- 
sisting film  which  will  ward  off  the 
destructive  processes  of  weathering 
or  corrosion,  enamel  suggests  itself 
as  an  unusually  desirable  finish- 
one  easily  applied— for  these  pieces. 
There  are  popular  varieties  of 
enamel  available  which  dry  in  a 
few  hours,  and  they  can  be  obtained 
in  more  or  less  standard  colors,  such 
as  green,  red.  yellow,  blue,  black, 
and  so  on.  For  varieties  of  the  I 
standard  shades  it  is  necessary,  of 
course,  to  do  some  mixing. 

The  quick -drying  feature  of 
enamel  ts  especially  advantageous 
for  outdoor  work  of  this  sort,  in- 
asmuch as  the  work  usually  can  be 
finished  before  a  sudden  change  of 
I  weather  might  interfere  with  good 
results. 

The  surface  to  be  enameled 
should  be  smooth  and  clean.  A  wood 
surface  in  poor  condition  may  need 
a  light  sandpapering.  If  any  dirt  is 
present  It  should  be  washed  off. 
Grease  can  be  removed  easily  with 
turpentine  or  other  paint  remover. 

Metal  furniture  or  other  acces- 
sories of  this  material  should  also 
be  thoroughly  cleaned  before  paint 
lng.  If  even  a  small  amount  of  rust 
is  present  it  must  be  scraped  with 
a  wire  brush  until  every  bit  is  re- 
moved. Grease  on  this  surface  can 
be  removed  with  turpentine.  If  the 
metal  has  never  before  been  painted 
or  varnished,  a  special  metal  primer 
should  be  applied,  prior  to  a  finish- 
ing coat  of  enamel. 

Really  to  be  successful  in  using 
enamel  you  should  flow  it  on  rather 
than  brush  it;  that  Is.  it  should  be 
applied  with  a  full  brush  and  not 
worked  back  and  forth  as  with 
ordinary  paint.  One  coat  will  be 
sufficient  if  the  surface  has  been 
coated  previously  and  Is  in  good 
condition. 

In  some  cases  where  the  garden 
furniture  is  of  iron  it  may  not  be 
desirable  to  change  it  from  its  nat- 
ural color.  Thus,  the  use  of  a  coat 
of  clear  varnish  will  not  obscure  its 
natural  color  or  texture,  but  wlU 
successfully  Insure  its  longevity. 

Bright  colors,  however,  are  now 
very  popular  for  metal  as  well  as 
ror  wood  furniture.  It  is  easy  to

Fences,  pergolas  and  other  sta- 
tionary woodwork  around  your 
house  most  likely  will  look  their 
best  If  enameled  to  match  the  trim 
of  the  house.  Or,  If  they  are  con- 
structed of  rustic  logs,  they  won  t 
want  enamel  but,  a  coat  of  clear 
varnish  to  preserve  them.

The  race  qulciiy  grew  in  public 
esteem  and  it  is  recorded  that  Lot- 
tery's win  in  the  Plrst  Orand  Na- 
tional, in  1839,  was  witnessed  "by  an 
assembly  at  once  vast  and  in- 
fluential." 

A  great  many  remarkable  stories 
In  turf  history  have  been  provided 
by  the  great  Aintree  Steeplechase. 
Perhaps  the  strangest  National  on 
record  was  that  of  1908.  when  a 
!k>i  so  named  Rublo  cleared  Beach - 
er's  Brook  in  front  of  every  other 
competitor,  won  by  ten  lengths  and 
was  going  like  a  steam  engine  at 
the  finish.  Rubio  could  probably 
have  galloped  another  couple  of  ] 
miles.  He  started  at  66  to  1  and  j 
there  was  hardly  a  ten-pound  note 
M  him  in  the  ring.

There  was  a  chill  breeze 
blowing,  and  Its  direction  was  such 
that  no  sound  of  firing  could  be 
heard  from  the  artillery  in  our  im- 
mediate front,  although  the  more 
distant  artillery  bombardment  on 
the  western  face  was  heard  dis- 
tinctly. 

Terrible  Scene 

The  sky  over  the  battlefields,  both 
before  and  after  dawn,  aflame  with 
exploding  shells,  star  signals,  burn- 
ing supply  dumps  and  villages,  pre- 
sented a  scene  at  once  picturesque 
and  terrible. 

The  exultation  in  our  minds  that 
here,  at  last,  after  seventeen  months 
of  effort,  an  American  Army  was 
fighting  under  its  own  flag,  wu 
tempered  by  the  realization  of  the 
sacrifice  of  life  on  both  sides,  and 
yet  fate  had  willed  it  thus  and  we 
must  carry  through.  Confidence  In 
our  troops  dispelled  every  doubt  of 
ultimate  victory.

In  all  their  offensives  the  Wm 
had  spent  days  destroying  en- 
tanglement* with  artillery  fire,  or 
had  used  a  large  number  of  heavy 
tanks,  but  we  had  only  a  few  light 
tanks.  Ineffective  for  such  work. 
The  fact  that  we  had  smothered 
the  enemy  artillery  was  an  advan- 
tage, as  It  enabled  the  leading 
waves  deliberately  to  do  their  work 
without  serious  loss. 

Lefts  Get  Credit 

The  quick  passage  through  these 
entanglements  by  our  troops  ex- 
i  cited  no  little  surprise  among  the 


marching  flank  of  the  southern  it- 
tack,  had  broken  through  the  hos- 
tile forward  positions,  the  squadron 
of  calvary  attached  to  the  Fourth 
Corps  was  passed  through  the 
breach.  At  1:45  p.m.  It  pushed  for- 
ward to  reconnolter  the  roads  to- 
ward Vlgneulles,  but  encountering 
machine  guns  In  position  was 
forced  to  retire. 

Meet  Resistance 

On  the  western  face  of  the  salient 
progress  was  not  so  satisfactory 
The  26th  Division,  In  Its  attempt  to 
make  a  de*p  advance  toward  Vlg- 
neulles, met  considerable  resistance, 
and  except  for  a  batalUon  of  the 
division  reserve  had  not  reached 
the  day's  objective.

Both  units  were  equally  insistent 
In  upholding  their  claims,  and  I 
never  undertook  to  decide  the  ques- 
tion. Distinctions  In  achievement 
among  the  attacking  units  on  the 
southern  face  could  not  be  made 
with  any  assurance,  aa  all  had  done 
more  than  expected. 

It  is  never  difficult  to  discover 
the  attitude  of  a  commander,  as  it 
Is  almost  certain  to  be  reflected  in 
his  unit.  If  the  commander  lacks 
aggressiveness  or  Is  disloyal  there 
will  be  grumbling  and  criticism  of 
orders  from  higher  authority 
among  his  officers  and  men.  If  he 
is  aggressive  and  loyal  his  com- 
mand will  show  it. 

I  recall  one  Incident  which  Il- 
lustrates the  point.  In  conversa- 
tion with  one  division,  commander 
he  was  asked  the  condition  of  his 
unit,  to  which  he  replied  that  the 
men  were  very  tired.  Whereupon 
I  remarked  that  there  could  be  no 
reason  for  that,  as  they  had  been 
in  the  line  only  a  short  time,  and  I 
added  with  some  emphasis  that  it 
was  probably  the  division  com- 
mander who  was  tired. 

Not  long  afterward  his  division 
lost  Us  cohesion  in  battle  and  be- 
came much  disorganized  and  he 
was  relieved.  Another  commander 
was  appointed  who  was  tireless  and 
efficient,  and  under  him  the  dl 
vision  served  with  exceptional  dis 
tine  tion.

During  the  night  our  troops  all 
along  the  line  were  engaged  in  or- 
ganizing their  new  positions  for  de- 
fence, preparatory  to  the  with- 
drawal of  divisions  and  corps  troops 
for  participation  In  the  Meuse- 
Aronne  battle.

Nearly  16.000  prisoners  were 
taken  and  some  450  enemy  guns 
had  fallen  Into  our  hands.  Our 
casualties  numbered  about  7.000.  As 
the  enemy  retreated  he  set  fire  to 
many  large  supply  dumps  and  sev- 
eral villages.  The  few  remaining 
French  Inhabitants  who  found 
themselves  within  our  lines  were 
overjoyed  to  be  released  from  the 
domination  of  the  enemy,  but  many 
were  left  destitute  by  the  burning 
of  their  homes  at  the  very  moment 
of  deliverance. 

On  the  thirteenth.  Oeneral  Pe- 
taln  came  by  my  headquarter*  and 
we  went  together  to  St.  Mihiel, 
where  the  people,  including  chil- 
dren carrying  French  flags,  gave  us 
a  welcome  which  may  well  be  Im- 
agined when  one  realises  that  they 
had  been  held  as  prisoners,  entirely 
out  of  touch  with  their  own  coun- 
trymen, for  four  years,  though  al-  I 
ways  within  sight  of  the  French  I 
lines.  They  had  heard  only  such 
vague  reports  of  the  war  aa  their 
captors  cared  to  furnish  them, 
which  were  mainly  account*  of 
Oerman  successes. 

The  people  were  assembled  at  the 
Hotel  de  Vlllr,  where  we  talked  wtlh 
the  assistant  mayor.    He  told  us 
hat  In  their  retreat  the  Germans 
had  taken  away  all  the  Frenchmen 
between    sixteen    ani  forty-five 
Fortunately  the  flight  was  *o  rapid 
that   these   prisoners   were  aban- 
doned after  a  ten-mile  march,  and 
returned  to  St.  Mihiel  the  following 
day.

The  reduction  of  the  St  Mihiel 
salient  completed  the  first  task  of 
the  American  Army.  It*  ellminaton 
freed  the  Parts-Nancy  rail  com- 
munication and  the  road*  that 
paralleled  the  Meu.se  north  from 
St.  Mlhle).  These  at  once  became 
available  for  our  use  In  the  greater 
offensive,  to  be  undertaken  immedi- 
ately. 

We  had  restored  to  France  200 
square  mile*  of  territory  and  had 
placed  our  army  hi  a  favorable  sit 
uation  for  further  operations.  The 
new  American  position  In  the 
Woevre,  almost  within  reach  of 
Meti.  now  stood  as  a  threat  against 
the  great  fortress  on  the  Moselle 
that  defended  Oermany  on  that 
part  of  the  front. 

I  was  somewhat  familiar  with  the 
strength  of  the  fortifications,  hav- 
ing visited  Mets  and  the  surround- 
ing country,  including  the  battle- 
fields of  1870,  some  years  before,  lit- 
tle dreaming,  however,  that  one  day 
an  American  army  would  be  so  near 
and  so  eager  to  measure  swords 
with  the  defenders.

Dry  though  this  subject  may 
to  be  at  first  glance,  closer  acquain- 
tance with  it  will  reveal  the  fact 
that  It  embraces  several  points  of 
vital  interest    to   shipowners  and 
manufacturers.     Our  figures  arc 
taken  from  the  tables  Issued  laat 
week  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  and 
upon  examination  these  show  that 
last  year,    although    our  Imports 
from  all  sources  were  less  in  total 
value  than  they  were  In  1929.  we 
imported  more,  proportionately, 
from  foreign    countries    and  less 
from  other  parts  of  the  Empire,  the 
respective  percentages  being  74.54 
•against  73.99 1  and  25.46  (against 
26.01).     Similarly,  as  regards  our 
a  I  own  produce,  we  shipped  60.99  per 
'cent  of  the  total  to  foreign  buyers 
in  1930  and  39.01  per  cent  to  the 
Dominions  and  Colonies,  compared 
with  58.99  and  41.01  per  cent  re- 
spectively the  year  before. 

The    only    comparatively  bright 
feature  of  this  particular  table  Is 
in  the  section  devoted  to  exports 
.in!^  ! of  Brltlsn  manufactured  goods,  and 
here,  although  the  totals  to  both 
foreign  and  Imperial  customers  were 
lower  than  In  1929,  at  least  the  pro- 
portions were  in  better  shape.  The 
foreign  percentage  declined  frOm 
87.19  to  86.23.  but  the  Imperial  one 
actually  rose  from  12.81   to  13.77. 
The  only  conclusion  one  can  draw 
from  these  figures  is  that  we  arc 
buying  leas  from  every  source  and 
selling  less  to  nearly  all  our  cus- 
tomers, and  that  the  response  to 
the  call  for  increased  trade  within 
the  Empire  has  so  far  been  very 
poor.    Another  interesting  point  re- 
vealed Is  that,  taking  the  U.S.S.R. 
and  the  succession  States  together, 
we  are  now  buying  a  greater  per- 
centage of  our  imports  from  Russia 
than  we  did  in  1913.  but  that  coun- 
try, which  took  2  45  per  cent  of  our 
exports  before  the  war.  now  takes 
only  2.74  per  cent.    All  the  Scan- 
dinavian covntries  have  increased 
their  ahare  of  our  import  trade,  but

been  responsible  for  such  a  revolu- 
tionary change  in  propulsive 
methods  as  Sir  Charles.  His  inven- 
tion of  the  practical  marine  steam 
turbine  overshadows  his  many  other 
achievements,  but  it  should  not  be 
overlooked  that  since  the  little 
Turblnia  proved  the  truth  of  hU 
theories  thirty-two  years  ago,  he 
has  been  responsible  for  numerous 
hardly  less  important  improvements 
and  developments  In  connection 
with  marine  steam  engines. 

Sir  Charles,  who  was  in  his 
seventy-seventh  year,  installed  his 
first  set  of  turbines  in  a  sea-going 
vessel,  which  had  a  displacement  of 
only  forty-four  tons,  in  1898.  and 
the  phenomenal  success  of  the  ex- 
periment— she  attained  a  speed  of 
nearly  thirty- three  knot*  on  trials— 
at  once  proved  the  value  of  the  in- 
vention. The  first  application  to 
a  merchant  vessel  was  made  in  1901. 
when  the  Clyde  pleasure  steamer 
Kin?  Edward  was  built.  Exactly  a 
quarter  of  a  century  later,  it  ls  In- 
teresting to  note,  trials  were  car- 
ried out  on  the  Clyde  by  the  pleas- 
ure steamed  King  George  V.  In 
which  are  Installed  the  latest  type 
of  Parson*  geared  turbines,  of  3,500 
s.h  p.  obtaining  from  two  Yarrow 
watertube  boilers,  working  at  the 
enormous  pressure  of  550  feet  per 


Fahrenheit.  As  re- 
gards this  latter  vessel,  it  was  Sir 
Charles  Parsons  who  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  innovation  of 
using  high-pressure  turbines  taking 
steam  direct  from  the  boilers  and 
exhausting  into  ordinary  turbines. 
How  great  has  been  the  develop- 
ment of  the  turbine  in  the  mer- 
chant fleet*  and  navies  of  every 
country  in  the  world  ls  too  well 
known  to  need  recapitu'  Uon,  but 
it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  fast- 
est naval  craft  are  propelled  by  this 
means,  as  also  Is  the  wonderful  old 
Mauretanla. 

Sir  Charles,  who  was  chairman  of 
the  Parsons  Marine  Steam  Turbine 
Company,  Limited,  and  Messrs.  C.  A. 
Parsons  <k  Co.,  of  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne.  was  also  a  prominent  figure 
in  other  scientific  manufacturing 
circles,  being  head  of  Messrs.  Ross 
Se  Co.,  Limited,  and  of  the  Parsons 
Optical  Olaas  Company.  His  services 
to  engineering  outside  his  own  busi- 
ness were  Invaluable  and  varied,  and 
among  the  offices  he  'held  at  one 
time  or  another  were  the  presiden- 
cies of  the  British  Association,  the 
North-East  Coast  Institution  of  En- 
gineers and  Shipbuilders  and  the 
Shipping,  Engineering  and  Ma- 
chinery Exhibition.  He  was  created 
KC.B.  in  1911.  and  sixteen  years 
later  the  coveted  honor  of  the  Or- 
der of  Merit  was  conferred  on  him.

per  cent;  sugar,  70  per  cent. 

A  tariff  of  150  per  cent  to  800  per 
cent  also  is  proposed  for  industrial 
apparatus.

hands  of  national  co-operatives  hav- 
ing the  support  of  the  Government 
and  legislation. 

The  Argentine  Provisional  Gov- 
ernment has  been  sounding  out  Can- 
ada and  Australia  on  the  question 
of  an  agreement  for  tripartite  con- 
trol of  the  exportation  of  wheat  from 
the  three  countries,  but  nothing 
definite  has  yet  come  out  of  Argen- 
tina's proposal.

ORIENTAL  QUESTION 
BEFORE  CITY  COUNCIL 

PORT    ALBERNI,    March    25  — 
Port  Alberni  b  now  faced  with  the 
problem  which  has  worried  so  many 
other  British  Columbia  cities,  that 
U  the  penetration  of  the  Oriental 
into  the  business  and  residential 
sections  of  the  city.
